Camden, he said. One would re-

best possible cross-section of 
farmers to insure effective ad- 
ministration of the various mea- 
sures," 


In Hempstead County, Mr. Arn- 


old explained, about 800 farmers 
took part last year in one or more 
programs administered by th« 
ASC committees, Funds dis- 
bursed under the Committees' 
supervision amounted to $443,- 
775. 
Of this amount, $167,765 


was for price - support loans 
aimed at increasing market re- 
turns above what farmers would 
receive 
on 
an 
unsupported 


market. Included in the price- 
support program in this county 
are such major commodity pro- 
grams as cotton, wheat, and feed 
grains. 


Last year, also 9,645 acres of 


farmland were improved under 
the Agricultural Conservation 
Program cost - sharing arrange- 
ment. The total investment in con- 
servation was about $160,000, 
with about half coming from the 
participating farmer and the bal- 
ance from ACP.

Those N e g r o s t u d e n t s 


aroused support throughout 
the nation. On the campus, 
student concern in the prob- 
lems of today was triggered 
and organized. 


One of the first groups born 


in the '60s was the Student 
N o n - v i o l e n t Coordinating 
Committee (SNCC), a loosely 
organized state-by-state clear- 
inghouse for protest informa- 
tion and projects. The struc- 
ture was shaky at best, and 
still is, but the esprit cle corps 
of SNCC is strong and the or- 
ganization appears to thrive 
on the conflict of continual 
confrontation with the white, 
segregationist p o w e r struc- 
ture. 


The National Student As- 


sociation saw the potential 
for student involvement and 
sponsored a "Human Rela- 
tions Seminar" that took place 


: 
in Atlanta through the sum- 


' 
mer of 1961. The struggle to 
maintain human dignity was 
clearly becoming a chief con- 
cern of the student. 


Hope Cfieerleaders 


That fall, the Northern Stu- 


dent Movement (NSM) was 
founded and soon had proj- 
ects going in Boston, New 
York, Chicago, Hartford, Phil- 
adelphia, Baltimore, Detroit 
and Washington. In each city 
at least 100 full-time students 
were tutoring Negro public 
school students in subjects in- 
adequately taught in the for- 
mal 
curriculum. 
NSM has 


since broadened its program 
to include the organization of 
depressed masses into move- 
ments of their own leader- 
ship. 


Study has turned to action 


in the '60s. Students for a 
Democratic S o c i e t y (SDS) 
paused in their discussions to 
find ways to put ideas into 
practice. Formerly the Inter- 
collegiate Socialist Society 
(Upton Sinclair, Clarence Dar- 
row, Sinclair Lewis), SDS was 
re-formed in 1962, at which 
time the Port Huron State- 


ment defined its purposes. 


In August, 1963, it set up 


the Economic Research and 
Action Project (ERAPl, both 
to debate economic issues and 
to experiment with the use of 
students as organizers among 
the white poor. 


Action erupted also in the 


West, where SLATE, a Uni- 
versity of California at Berke- 
ley student political party,

to 
national promi- 


nence via its involvement in 
p r o t e s t demonstrations 
against the House Committee 
on 
Un-American Activities 


hearings in San Francisco. 


At the same time, campus 


groups were organizing to ex- 
press themselves about the 
arms race. The College Peace 
Union j o i n e d the Student 
Peace Union (SPU) in 1960 to 
form a stronger v o i c e for 
peace. Harvard and Radcliffe, 
finding the national Student 
Committee for a Sane Nu- 
clear Policy (Student SANE) 
too limiting, formed its peace 
voice, TOCSIN. 


The year 1960 also saw the 


political right organized, a di- 
rect result of which was the 
strong student support for 
Barry Goldwater's 1964 cam- 
paign. The Young Americans 
for F r e e d o m (YAF), now 
30,000 members strong, grew 
out of a September, 1960. 
meeting of law students and 
college politicos at National 
Review editor William Buck- 
ley's estate in Sharon, Conn. 
Conservative 
p o l i t i c i a n s 


latched onto YAF as t h e i r 
"farm club," and gave it the 
support that has made it a 
strong force on many cam- 
puses. 


These 
conflicting student 


political interests clashed in 
ways that could only result 
in greater political awareness 
in the college community. In 
1960, the arena was the Na- 
tional S t u d e n t Association 
Congress, where liberals tried 
to turn NSA attention from 
campus parking and dining 
problems to more universal 
political and economic issues. 


Since 1960, the areas for 


s t u d e n t involvement have 
more clearly defined them- 
selves. Civil rights is now an 
American institution, and stu- 
dents are a part of it. They 
have moved into the political 
wars with an impact that will 
not allow them to be ignored. 
They are deeply involved in 
tutorials and community ac- 
tion. 


ing social problems in Amer- 
ica. The ideas were brilliantly 
simple: Put the concerned 
student to work on those 
areas which captured his con- 
cern. 


Summers do end. though, 


and students do go back to 
the campus. When they do.
